AMOrding to tho itatemento It the 
comatltteo on reaulutlona reports sim- 
ply an cndorpcmcnt of the Chic.ign 
platform, without reiterating IG to 1, 
Wt. Bryan may come here and on tho 
floor of tho convoiuion offer .-in amend- 
mrnl, and mako a speech in favor of 
his favorite ratio. Should the convon- 
tion fall to act favorably on bis amer. l- 
mont it is pnid, lie would 1)0 ooni;i('li'^;l 
to decline the nQmination on the floor 
of the convention. 

Kansas City, July 2.— This really i~ 

the first business day of tho Di ni'i 
cratic convention. Soon aftiT 10 a. ni. 
the Dcniocralic national committee a.-^- 
g^mbled at the Kansas City club to 
oonsider the claims of eontesting dele 
gatlons, formally to select temporary 
ofHcers and transact some other pre- 
liminary business; tha United States 
Monetary League at the Bame hour b 
fan Its first session at the Auditorium 

theatre; and at night it Is proposed 
formally to open the now convention 
hall with a j)romonade concert. 

The day dawned brilliantly, bright 
tad deer, with the thermometer regis- 
terlng in the sevontles and a brisk 
Boutheast breeze blowing. Within a 
few hours, as the sun gained ascend- 
ancy, It became Intensely hot. 

The streets and hotel corridors are 
tluronged with strangers, yet scarcely

one-tenth of the crowd expected is here 
however. 

The one distinct topic of conversa- 
tion early in the day was tbs visit of 
former Governor Hill to Mr. Bryan at 
Lincoln. The governor's arrival early 
Oa Sunday, followed by his almost in- 
stant departure for the home of him 
who is to bo this ooBTontlon's nominee 
for the presidency, fairly dazed even 
the most astute political leaders. The 
newspapers were scanned eagerly, l)ut 
in vadn for an explanation of Mr. 
BraysB's call for the Now York states- 
man. The two conferees evidently 
kept their own counsel. Qosstp about 
the visit is on every tongue, bat all is 
speculative and ephemeral. 

While, apparently, nobody hero 
knows why Mr. Hill was summoned to 
Lincoln, all thoroughly realize that 
his visit Is more than signltlcant llar- 
mooy in the convention for which all 
tks leaders are striring Tigorously 
may depend upon It and it may mean 
that Senator Hill, after all, will sink 
Us psnonal desires and become the 
Virtjr's oaudidate ipr the vice presi- 
dOBcy. Much hinges upon the confer-

Mar Lincoln. 

Tko Only Contest. 

This far the only conte.^^t worth men- 
tioning has been on the financial plank 
of the platform. Even that seems to 
boo9ly a dlftereace of phraseology The 
wsstsrn msa, generally, insist that a 



specific declaration for the free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 shall 
be incorporated In the platform; that 
from the e.ist and many from the .-south 
are inclined to favor a simple reaffirm- 
ation of the financial plank of the Chi- 
cago platform, believing that Issues 
which overshadow the money question 
have arisen since I^OG and shonM be 
given the place of paramount import- 
ance. That Mr. Brayan himself will 
let it be known finally what his wishes 
are with respect to the question all 
fully believe and that his desires will 
be carried out no!)0(1y doubts. 

With respect to the planks on "im- 
perialism" and expansion, a note in a 
imnor key has beon sounded from tho 
woHtorn part of tho r:)untry. especially 
from the J'utiflc co;\A. Uoth Mr. Bryan 
ud the leaders of the party In Kansas 
City have been urged not to make the 
anti-expansion plank too strong, lest 
the declaration injure tho party's 
chances in the western states, where. 
It is understood expansion is strongly 
(avored. 

Everything relating to the vice pres- 
dcntlal nomination is in the air. All 
seem to be waiting for something to 
turn lip. Mr. Shively of Indiana in- 
sists that be Is not a candidate and it 
appears likely now that the convention 
(.111 accept him at his word. Governor 
Hill is the foremost figure in the 
problem. That he would ac ciit the 
nomination if the party should demand 
htm, there is no doubt, but bin friends 
consistently maintain that he is not In 
the race. Towne of Minnesota would 
he a powerful camiidatr' if he li nl n .t 
been nominated already by the Pop.i- 
lists. Opposition to him has developed 
on the ground that this convention 
should nominate a straightout Demo- 
cr.\t. rather than a Silver Republican 
or a Populist

The vice presidential 
situation may resolve itself into ou< 
similar to that In the Philadelphia con- 
Tention, the candidate being assured 
of a nomination before a ballot is tak- 
en.

New York, July 2.— About 2:30 p. m. 
a diver on the Saale reported that he 
had discovered eight on that ship. One 
of III' o men was on the main deck 
and the bead and feet had been burned 
to a crisp. The seven other bodies 
were found In the gangway leading 
from thf ."leer.ige. 

New Y^ork, July 2.— The partially 
submerge hulks of the huge North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamers, Saale, Breman 
and Main, lie smoking In the upper bay 

and North rivt-r apj)ar< ntly as thor- 
oughly wrecked as the Spanish crui.-^- 
ers that ventured out of Santiago har- 
bor two years ago.' 

The remains of the huge North Ger- 
man Lloyd |ii< r- in Ilobokcn are still 
burning and firemen are throwing wat- 
er upon the embers, but nothing re- 
mains to be saved. Charred log.-;, sec- 
tion.> of planking, some half burn'^d 
scow.s and li,s;litcrs :v.\:\ o:V.- v wrccUag'' 
are drifting about the upper and lower 
bays, oompelling steamers to pick their 
way with caution, to save their screws 
and paddies. The fire started in some 
cotton on the piers on Saturday after- 
noon. 

It is not yet possible to state accur- 
ately the number of the dead, but the 
flrst reports of the fire, which reprt - 
sentixl the sttauier.-i aad tlic i)icrs as 
containing many visitors and prospect- 
ive passengers, are not borne out by 
investigation and It seera.s likely tli ii 
nearly all of the vietim.-; of th" di-- 
aster were employed in suuie cap.icity 
by the steamship company. However, 
the loss of life is appalling. Forty 
bodies hav" been recovered, hunhei.^ 
are mis.-in::, and no estimate of t!ie 
number of <lead now falls bf^low 
Of many of the dead no trace will ever 
be found, their bodies having been re- 
duced to ashes. Nearly all of the mem- 
bers of the crews had their homes in 
Germany, and news of the disast<M- will 
carry sorrow to many a fireside in the 
Fatherland. No missing, except those 
employed about the steamers, liave 
been reported to the police or t > the 
company.

of human life. John Luptb,.a painter, 
employed In decorating the flrst cabin 
of the Sa.ile, was ilarniid l)y the cry of 
fire and rushed from the cabin to the 
deck, Just in time to see a great sheet 
of flame sweep over the forward pan 
of the vessel and envelop Captain 
Mlrow, who wa.s st.^inding between the 
bridge and the fore hatch, giving or- 
ders to a panic-stricken group of labor- 
ers to batten the hatch down. The 
fire wrapped around him and in an in- 
.stant he wa.s crumpled into a sbapelSSS 
mass, falling where he stood. 

"At that, ' says Luptb, "half a dozen 
tugs, blowing their whistles, Bteame<l 
up toward the Kaiser Wllhelm, which 
was lying tui the opposite .-.ide of the 
d^k. Sixty men followed me in a leap 
to a lighter, and we began shouting for 
help to the tugs that were coming up 
to help the Kaiser Wilhelm. Those 
tugboat men ware too greedy for 
mogey to help us. One of them came 
came up close and threw out a bow Ma- 
nilla line. It f^l abort and was hauled 
aboard again. 'Cast the line over,' I 
yelh^l. The flie from the Main was 
then pouring over our heads and the 
heat was something fsarfuL 'Oivo us 
a hand btre,' another man shouted 
after me. 'For God's sake, don't let 
us (lie like a lot of rats.' 

"A tug coming coming up the river 
saw us and gavs ns a tow to a point be • 
low HobokSB, wbsro all baada got 
ashore."

BESEEVOIE_GIVES AWAY. 

KUIIOBS of Oallons of Water Let Loose 
at Grand Rapids.

More than 100.000,000 gallons 
of water were let loose and rushed 
dfjwn through tlie valUy adjacer.t, 
flooding an aica peopled tjy ahuut H.ijOJ 
persons. Many dw(.'lliug^ were washed 
(Way, and otbers damaged, and all 
(hose within a distance three bloek.') 
square were cither wholly cy pirtly 
filled with sand. 'I'licy v.rrp n)os;!y 
hoaiori of worl\iiig I'e n. Tii'- track-, of 
the Detroit, Grand Haven and Milwau- 
kee railroad, short distance north of 
the reservoir, were uuderinlned and 
the trains on that road were obliged 
to m.ike a (h^tour via other roads. 

The break was first seen by Burt 
Botsford, a boy delivering morning 
newspapers. It wa~; then only a tiny 
stream, but realizing the danger the 
boy aroused hundreds from sleep ami 
urged them to escape. Some streets 
were torn up to a depth of 40 feet
